Members of the Senate and House 
of Representatives accorded Pres- 
ident Truman a respectful hearing 
in an atmosphere of solemnity to- 
day as he reported on the critical 
state of affairs in Eyrope. 

The President, reading his 18- 
minute message for the most part 
rapidly and with no oratorical 
flourish which might have stirred 
the emotions of an audience, was 
interrupted only three times by 
applause. 

The first burst of clapping—and 
it was restrained clapping—came 
when he said: “I am sure that the 
determination of the free coun- 
tries of Europe to protect them- 
selves will be matched by an equal 
determination on our part te help 
them do so.” 

Reaction to Training Plan- 

The second interruption came 
when the resident said: “The 
adoption of universal] training by 
the United States at this time 
would be unmistakable evidence 
to all the world of our determina- 
tion to back the will for peace 
with the strength for peace.” 


The members of Congress sat 
quietly, however, when he con- 
cluded this thought with an ex- 
pression of conviction that their 
approval of universal training 
would give courage to free gov- 
ernments everywhere in the world. 

The final interruption by ap- 
plause came just at the end of the 
speech, and some may have mis- 
taken it for the end, when Tru- 
man said of the American people: 
“They have the right to assume 
that we will join hands, whole- 
heartedly and without reservation, 
in our erforts to preserve the 
peace of the world.” Here the 
President paused, to permit his 
words to sink in. : 


As the clapping died down, he 


added in a much lower voice, and 


reverently, “With God’s help, we 
shall succeed.”

U.S. HAS 1,800,000 MEN 
IN UNIFORM; NATIONAL 
GUARD I$ NOT INCLUDED 


WASHINGTON, 
March 17 (AP) 


HE United States has ap- 

proximately 1,300,000 men in 

uniform. today. This does 
not include 226,300 more in the 
National Guard. 

The Army has 550,000 men. 
Six divisions are in the West- 
ern Pacific: area, one in Eu- 
rope, and two and a third in 
the United States. It needs 
119,000 more to reach authorized 
strength. 

The Air Foree has a total of 
360,000 officers and men in 55 
air groups, none at full 
strength. Authorized strength 
is 401,000. 

The Navy has 390,000, all that 
can be handled with present 
funds. Authorized strength is 
552,000. 

The National Guard has a 
reported strength of 226,300 
men, but plans for 271,000 by 
June 30, 

The Navy said yesterday it 
has exceeded its recruiting 
quota for the second month in 
a row. February figures were 
16,598, of which 11,540 were 
new enlistments and 5058 re-en- 
listments. The monthly quota 


is 15,000.

But it's not all gone 
yet. 

At its last meeting, the State Senate’s Ways 
and Means Committee failed to act on the House- 
approved bill which would permit the city to 
levy an earnings tax. The committee meets 
again next Monday. That will be just about the 
last chance for favorable action since the legis- 
lators are hoping to go home on or before 
April 1. aoe | 
As it stands, the measure still is not accept- 
able. The real objections to it. are not those 
raised in Jefferson City. The Associated Indus- 
tries of Missouri, for example, complains of the 
work involved in deducting the earnings tax 
from paychecks. That, we feel, might be done 
gladly enough by firms which face a tax increase 


if this levy is blocked. As for the old cry of 


county residents that this would be double taxa- 
tion, they ought to make some contribution to 
the maintenance of facilities which they use day 


in and day out. Kansas City Senator Keating’s 
advice that St: Louis ought to hire a city man- 


ager is entirely beside the point. 
There are two major flaws in the bill. One is 


that it automatically earmarks 50 per cent of the 


state income tax for the schools. That’s the lug 
which the rural school lobby is trying to collect 
as the price of relief for the city. It should not 
be paid. The other flaw is that the bill would 
authorize St. Louis to collect a flat 44 of 1 per 
cent earnings tax in place of that part of the in- 
come tax given up by the state. Like any other 
levy on income, the proposed earnings tax ought 
to be graduated. It ought to be based on the 
ability to pay. ye 

It has been argued that. these ‘objections 
should be waived since the bill is in the nature 
of an emergency measure. It would expire on 
Dec. 31, 1950. That line; however, cannot be 
swallowed. Once on the books, the measure 
might well be renewed. And once the city had 
the power to collect a small flat tax, the tempta- 


tion would be there to boost the rate and in- 


crease the inequalities of a non-graduated tax: 

It may be difficult to strike out the pay-off to 
the school lobby. But it ought to be simple 
enough-to authorize St. Louis to levy a local 
earnings tax without specifying the rate. That 
should be worked out locally on a graduated 
basis and in accord with the city's needs. All 
that is required from Jefferson City is a renunci- 
ation of ‘part of the state tax and a simple act 
enabling the city to collect this money by an 
earnings or an income tax. 

Such a bill can be whipped into shape even in 
that span of the legislative session which is still 
left. The city, however, will get no relief at all 
if it does not press its case in Jefferson City with

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Tue Problem of Trieste 


Gen. Aerie, the Englishman in charge of the 
British-American occupation of Trieste, report- 
ed the other day. that political and economic con- 
ditions in the city are sliding from bad to worse. 

In part, this is so because there has been no 


agreement yet on a governor for this possible 


link between Communist-dominated Yugoslavia 
and an Italy under an uncomfortably Red shadow. 
An early choice, however, is not likely since the 
Western powers are holding out for a strong 
man while Tito wants a push-over. He wants a 
figurehead under whom the Communists might 
steal the municipal elections. Thus the city 


might be drawn into the Red sphere and access 


to Italy made so much the easier. : 
Under the circu neces, the role of the United 


States is clear, We will have to keep 5000 men 


and a battleship or two just where they are—even 
though this particular occupation chore is. cost- 
ing us about $20,000,000 a year. 

Lovely as the*city is, perched on the Alpine 
hills where they fall into the sea, nobody really 
wants it except as a pawn in the European chess 
game, For all their talk, the Yugoslavs do not 
need it as a port. They Have other harbors with 
better rail connections with the hinterland. Nor 


do the Italians need it. They would have to ship 


goods beyond Venice to make use of it. As a 
port it made sense only to the Austrians who so 


JSondly built it, but now are separated from it. 


Further, ‘the Trieste enclave is so small that 


lt is of no value as a buffer between the Italians 


and the Yugoslavs. Tito’s troops are sitting on 
the hilltops. They could easily cut the hairpin 
roads that lead down into the city. Access by 
sea is equally vulnerable. Any naval force in 


this harbor at the upper end of the Adriatic 


could be bottled up by vessels based farther 
‘down on the Dalmatian coast. 

The American commander in Trieste, Gen. 
Moore, ig quick to point out the weakness. As 
he sees it, his task is to “overawe” the Yugoslavs, 
to make it clear that fire will be returned, and 
that an assault would bring into action the full 
power of Britain and the United States. But 
that would mean bombers over Belgrade rather 
than Trieste. 

British and American administrators do not 
even want the city used by refugees from Tito’s 
police state as a base for counter-propaganda. 
Somewhat wistfully they harbor the wish that 
Austria had been as quick and as strident as 
Italy in divorcing itself from Hitler so that it 
might have been given the city and a connecting 
corridor. Only by thus restoring the city to its 
original function as a sea gateway for South- 
Central Europe can it be made to flourish. That, 
however, is a possibility that seems long lost in 
the tanglewood of It-Might-Have-Been. 
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In Missouri—Why Not in Congress? 

Missouri has joined 11 other states in adopting 
electrical voting for the Legislature, and at a 
saving of about 90 per cent of the time formerly 
required for roll calls.

Stockholders Not Welcome 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


Many corporation managements still make it difficult for small 
owners to attend annual meetings and have anything like an effec- 
of tive voice in their affairs, says writer; a few, however, have a 
greater sense of responsibility and try to keep minority posted. 


Keith Hutchison in The Nation 


The season for company meetings is just 
opening. In the next few months millions 
of stockholders in thousands of corpora- 
tions will have their one chance in the 
year to question and criticize the directors 
and officers they employ to manage their 
properties. Few of them will seize the op- 
portunity. The big fellows don’t need any, 
for they are able to exercise a behind-the- 
scenes influence. : 


But the great and growing army of small 
stockholders—owners of 10, 50 of 200 shares 
—are usually inarticulate and unorganized: 
They tend to sign proxy forms in favor of 
management without more than a glance 
at the accompanying statement with its in- 
formation about resolutions, salaries, and 
so forth, Consequently, managements able 
to avoid open squabbles among insiders 
and to steer clear of public scandal can 
carry on from year to year as self- 
pefpetuating oligarchies without any se- 
rious check by their legal masters. 


Distance Cuts Attendance 


Some of our big corporations number 
their shareholders by the hundred thou- 
sand; many of them have tens of thou- 
sands. But there are seldom more than a 
handful present at an annual meeting. Last 
year Verne Burnett, a public relations con- 
sultant, published in co-operation with 
Trust and Estimates a survey of stock- 
holder relations activities based on ques- 
tionnaires returned by 100 leading corpora- 
tions with an aggregate of 3,500,000 
stockholders. Of the 81 concerns giving 
details of attendance at annual meetings 16 
reported a range of 1 to 10, 17 of 10 to 20, 
22 of 20 to 50. In only 15 cases did normal 
attendance exceed 100. 


This apparent lack of interest is not al- 
ways the fault of the stockholders. Many 
corporations hold their annual meetings 
away from the big cities, in places not 
easily accessible. Wilmington, Del., and 
Flemington, N. J..—the “legal” homes of a 
multitude of corporations—are favorite 
spots. A flagrant example is provided by 
the F. W. Woolworth Co., whose stockhold- 
ers are made to foregather at Watertown, 
N. T., an overnight trip from New York 


City. Its directors have defeated many ef- . 


forts to get this locale changed. 
Regional Meetings Held 


Of course, when corporations have huge 
numbers of stockholders scattered all over 
the country, perhaps all over the world, 
anything like a representative meeting is 
physically and geographically impossible, 
However, a few forward-looking concerns— 
General Mills is a notable example—are at- 
tempting to overcome this difficulty to a 
certain extent by arranging regional meet- 
ings. While legal business—election of di- 


rectors and so forth—cannot be transacted 


on such occasions, they do make it possible 
for a great number of stockholders to meet 
management and ask questions,

Full Reports by Mail

increasing, and more stockholders provide 
evidence of stopping to think before exe- 
cuting proxies. Serious efforts are being 
made by a greater number of manage- 
ments to contact stockholders and keep 
them informed about company affairs. 


On the other hand, there are still con- 
cerns like American Viscose, whose man- 
agement refused to allow a tour through 
oné of its plants on the ground that it was 
improper to admit “outsiders.” Actually 
this description applies better to some of 
the directors who don't own any stock, 


One of Mr. Gilbert's strongest conten- 
tions is that “fair, impartial, and factual” 
reports of meetings should be sent to all 
stockholders. Since newspaper reports, 
even in the big cities, are skimpy, to say 
the least, this is the only way in which the 
vast majority of owners can learn what 
went on, what questions were. asked and 
criticisms made, and how answered. 


A Growing Irresponsibility 
Thanks partly to Mr, Gilbert’s persis- 


tence, we find more and more manage- 
Prominent 


among the “hold-outs” is the Bethlehem 
Steel Co., which at its last annual meeting 


asserted that the preparation and mailing 


of such a report would be to expensive. 
However, at a special meeting of the 
corporation on Dec. 23 Mr. Gilbert elicited 
the information that an elaborate brochure 
—“The Life of ‘the Late Charles M. 
Schwab”—had been mailed to all atock- 
holders at a cost to the corporation, that 
is, to themselves, of $35,000. 

The present setup seems to make for 
irresponsibility on the part of both owners 
and management. To a considerable ex- 
tent that is inherent in large-scale corpo- 
rate organization: in theory it is demo- 
cratic, but in practice the voters exercise 
only very remote control. I can see no 
sovereign remedy, though more and better 
publicity would be helpful. 
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-Horrendous Price Decline 
From the Dallas Morning News 


A mixing of economic and political prob- 
lems produces some strange somersaulting 
by our public officials. Several weeks ago- 
the shouting in Washington was all against 
high prices, There were hopeful forecasts 
that prices would turn down, There were 
fearful forecasts that they would not. Argu- 
ment was on the side of lower prices. 

Then came the weakening in several 
commodity markets. Almost immediately 
retail sales began to decline with prospects 
of further decline when lagging effect of 
wholesale on retail prices matured. Now 
what? The Administration threatens to in- 
vestigate and possibly prosecute the specu- 
lators who are allegedly the cause. 

Understandably, there might be reasons 
for a probe of the price break even though

The 
theater was absorbed by one of 
the larger motion picture produc- 
ing firms and *both’ Newman and

Forbstein conducted orchestras 
at Grauman’s Egyptian and other 
theaters in Hollywood in the last 
days of silent pictures. After he 
joined Warners, he brought many 
famous composers to the screen 
—Jerome Kern, Sigmund Rom- 
berg, Oscar Hammerstein, Oscar 
Strauss and Max Steiner. Among 
pictufes for which he was music 
director in recent years were

So a lack of the use of lentils 
is not due to unavailability or be- 
cause they are uneconomical.
